LOOK AHEAD LOOKING BACK! 


looking back near the turn this century, who 
persue the antique automobile hobby, all its phases, 
may perhaps find many chuckles and laughs some the 
mechanical features the cars admire and value 
highly. Judged modern standards doubt some these 
mechanical oddities seem crude even laughable. 


But let remember chuckle, that when these 
oddities today first were presented the motoring public, 
they represented the efforts mechanical and automotive 
engineers solve the mysteries entirely new and 
fascinating subject. Some, fact many, their ideas were 
discarded after trial, being impractical. Most their ideas 
were retained, refined and improved upon, and can found 
today’s modem automobile. 


And looking backward the days the infant auto- 
mobile, find with good deal amusement that the 
legislators that day, eager and anxious protect their 
constituents from the horrors and hazards this fast becoming 
popular mechanical monster, passed many and varied hinder- 
ing and restricting laws and ordinances intended keep the 
public safe from the then considered the 


most cities and towns was unlawful drive car 
faster than miles per hour. some rural communities 
motorist was required have man foot precede his 
advance, shooting flares rockets into the air warn the 
other travellers his approach! 


some localities, motorist observed horse drawn 
vehicle approaching the distance, the motorist was required 
law drive his car off the road and cover with foilage 
other camouflage until the horse passed! 


was common occurrence for residents near roads, 
strew tacks and nails along the road hamper and discourage 
motorists who used the highway. 


Cartoonists the day were never—ending their efforts 
belittle and ridicule the automobile. Both their ideas and 
their artwork are amusing today, yet fifty years ago 
these same cartoons expressed concem that was vital.

And considering this fact, appears conceiveable 
that more restrictive legislation could brought about 
hinder and hamper our hobby. point fact that the 
rumblings such can already heard. 


must therefore, each and everyone us, make every 
effort uphold our venerable cars the position respect 
they justly deserve true antiques, rather than subject them 
the scrutiny aggravated modern motorists who could well 
become aggravated lobby for restrictive legislation! 


When driving ANY road our speeds should not 
necessarily SLOW, but certainly CONSERVATIVE. should 
keep all our brakes perfect working order and remember 
well that TWO WHEEL BRAKES NOT HAVE THE BRAK- 
ING POWER FOUR WHEEL BRAKES which have become 
accustomed part our lives. 


When driving major highways should ALWAYS 
keep well the right. Even four lane highways should 
drive well the right the lane use. 


ascending long hills should consider the faster 
modem cars which are piling behind us, and whenever 
possible should pull off the side the road and allow 
modern traffic pass. Remember the load hay that riled 
grandpa much when suddenly appeared ahead him

And drive with traffic well behooves 
keep weather eye the MODERN driver, well 
our own driving. hazard indeed the driver car 
who feasts his eyes antique car while driving the 
highway, total disregard his own driving responsibilities.

The history California Automobile Registration was 
actually started back 1901. The California State Legislature 
Act authorized Counties, incorporated towns and chartered and 
incorporated cities tax and license motor vehicles, but 
was not until 1905 that the registration was Statewide 
basis. 


you owned car anytime between 1905 and 1914, you 
registered with the California State Motor Vehicle Depart- 
ment, and they issued Round Brass Dash Tab with number 
for your car. You were display that number your car. You 
could make the plate and paint the numbers it, you could 
nearly any Blacksmith Shop, Leather Shop Hardware 
Store and they would make one for you with the number that 
was issued you. These plates were made leather, sheet 
metal, wire screen, solid brass and cast aluminum with house 
number type figures. That plate and number were yours un- 
til 


1914 the State California started selling sets, 
porcelain plates with numbers, plus brass dash tab match. 
1915 another set plates were issued, also brass dash 


tab. 1916 they discontinued the brass tabs but issued new 
set porcelain plates that were used for years, 1916, 1917, 
1918 and 1919. the right hand side the plate the first 
year was lead bear tab, second year yellow poppy tab, 
third year green bell tab and 1919 red star tab. The 
State California did not make all the plates the State. 
They contracted some the porcelain plates from far off 
Pennsylvania. 


From 1920 until 1941 the State sold new steel plates each 
year. 1942 the tabs were used again; although there were 
around 3,000 new plates issued, but were used only new 
cars that were sold that year. People buying licenses for 
older cars were issued strip tab covering the 1941 and 
showing 1942. 


From 1942 until 1945, tabs were used. The 1943 tab was 
white with red ‘‘V’’, the 1944 tab was paper sticker that 
you placed the lower right hand side the windshield in- 
side. You were also required the Post Office from 
1942 through 1946 and buy ‘‘use’’ stamp each year. That 
also was displayed the windshield. These were 
government tax. During the war years when gas was rationed 
you also had Ration Stickers the windshield. 
1945 the State issued only one new plate. 1946 tab was 
issued, 1947 new set plates and from 1948 through 1950 
tabs were used. 1951, new set plates, 1952 through 
1955 tabs. 1952 the State issued special plates for cars 
over years old, called Carriage Tabs 
were used these plates from 1953 through 1955. 1957 the 
law was changed issue these special plates cars 1922 
and older. 


1956 new plates were issued and 1957 red sticker 
was issued put the rear plate. 1958 green sticker 
and 1959 white sticker. 1960 only one plate will 
issued new cars only and the plates have now will 
used through 1962. 1963 new aluminum plates are being 
planned and stands now, will used for years with 
stickers tabs some type.

The engine 
is well designed and well built. and all 
the machinery is compactly arranged. 

Experience had led believe that 
gasolene engine is totally depraved: that 
it will run along perfectly for a long time, 
doing everything that could expected 
of the most conscientious engine; then 
having.gained the confidence the trust- 
ing man, it will balk suddenly, and 
monkey-wrenches and oil, brains and pro- 
fanity, are alike powerless to make it 
run. T once knew a man who was to give 
a lecture before a large New York audi- 
ence. The lecture was to be illustrated 
by all sorts of beautiful and interesting 
things that depended on an electric cur- 
rent. The lecturer put his trust 
gasolene engine. It balked, and the audi- 
ence went home disgusted. But then— 
Mr. Elliott was not there. I am now satis- 
fied that gasolene engine could resist 
Mr. Elliott.

Removing Cylinder Head and Manifold Studs. 


Harry Pulfer, Crescenta, California has this advice 
offer where machine screws studs are frozen into place. 
First apply penetrating oil, then while keeping tension 
the stud strike the end the stud with good size hammer. 
The jar will sometimes break loose. For those that are 
frozen solid they break off, drill them out follows. 
Select drill smaller than the root the threads and drill off 
center clip one side threads. Use sharp 
punch chisel turn remainder stud into center hole 
and can removed with very little damage threads. 


Brass Polish Core 


Bobbie Warren Houston, Texas sends the following 
suggestion keeping the radiator core neat. solve the 
problem radiator cores brass cars, looking white and 
showing brass polish around the edges, mix small quantity 
lamp black with kerosene and apply with small paint 
brush. Wipe off streaks the brass with little kerosene, 
followed with dry rag. The radiator core will look little 
less than jet black first but the contrast with the shiny 
brass very good. After you drive the car the excess will 
blow off and the radiator will look real 
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Piston Ring Stuck Cylinder Head. 


Dave Root Medina, Ohio used this method remove 
the piston from one cylinder Reo where the piston had been 
pushed too far allowing the top ring pop out the top 
the cylinder bore. Dave removed the port plugs and worked 
the ring around till the ring gap was accessable. then 
drilled 1/8 inch holes each end the ring and made 
tensions for some long nose pliers fit the 1/8 inch holes, 
The ring was then squeezed together and the piston pulled 
back the cylinder.

Except for lavish evening mantles the all fur coat was not too 
popular during the first decade, milady was loathe 
conceal her form with it’s tiny waist under cumbersome all 
fur coat. 


The demand for chinchilla and Alaskan seal was 
great that both became almost extinct. Governments 
banned trapping both and ‘‘Hudson seal’’ sheared 
muskrat became new favorite replace such banned furs. 


About 1905 the tiny round muff began change shape, 
becoming 1912 the large, flat, soft pillow muff. Boas and 
neckpieces were outmoded very long, wide scarfs and 
stoles ermine, sealskin, moleskin, persian lamb and op- 
posum. 


Mink moved into the foreground about 1910. The feminine 
evening wrap being luxurious and beautiful, while mink 
lined overcoat was real elegance the man’s world. Mink 
first was worn formally, but it’s wearability became appar- 


ent, became worn around the clock.
